SLAVERY IN THE METHODIST EPISCO- 
PAL CHURCH NORTH. 


Jt is believed by many in this Church that there 
is littl: or ne slaveholding now in their communion, 
od that what does exist has many extenuating cir- 
cumstances connected with it. We once heard a 
minister of this Church say, ina public address, 
that, although he was extersively —— 
throughout the territory of the Northern Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Virginia, he did not know of 
treaty slavebolders in all the Methodist Churches 
of that section. The following testimony is con- 
clusive on this point, showing that both the belief! 
and the statement referied to above are without 
any foundation. This testimony is furnished by a 
correspondent of the Christian Advocate, the lead- 
ing paper of the MF. Church, which is published 
in New York, and edited by Dr. Bond. The testi- 
mony is as follows:—Fvee Preshylerian.

Whereas, The silence of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church, N. S&., at last ses- 
sion, on the subject of slavery, has seemed to this 
body to be a retrograde movement, caleulated to 
excite alarm in the minds of the friends of human- 
ity and religion, therefore. 

Resolved, That our delegate to that body be in- 
structed to express our apprebensions on this sub- 
ject, end to assure then that we hold in abhorrence 
all such inaction; and that in continuing our cor- 
respondence with ecclesiastical bodies having 
churches in slaveholding States, we do it rather tu 
bear our continued and earnest testimony against 
the sia of slaveholding, than to express the least 
acquiescence in so great wickedness.

They exist in their most malig- 
nant and fatal forms. Many of the wealthiest 
citizens had fallen a prey to one or the other of 
these scourges. The Small Pox is also prevailing 
toa great extent. There has Leen several hun- 
dred deaths from these diseases within the last ten 
days. The early visit and violence of these pesti- 
lenees are chiefly ascribed to the long continued 
drought and great heat. The Deita, of the 27th 
ult., makes the following remarks: 





“There has been rain everywhere except in this 
unfortunate section of the Union. Here the 
drought is without precedent in our history. The 
earth has been baked tothe hardness of burned 
clay; vegetation has been at a stand for many 
weeks; and trees have not vigor to put forth their 
leaves, and have a dull faded aspect; the creeks 
and bavous are all dry: the cisterns have been for- 
gotten for many weeks: the cattle have been driven 
from the interior to the river to find water to as- 
suage their thirstand maiy have perished in the 
b wey swamps and creeks, from which they have 
not had strength enough to escape. The corn 
erop is nearly ruined: the stocks which ought to be 
waist high, have barely struggled alove the sur- 
face of the parched earth, and in many places the 
planters have turned their cattle into the corn 
fields. . :
